~ Whitewash is one of the most valuable 
articles in the world when properly ap- 
plied.- It nat only ‘prevents the decay 
of wood, bué conduces groatly to the 
* heathfainess of all buildings whether 
ef wood or stone. Outbuildings and 
fenoes when not painted, should be sup: 
plied with a coat of whitewash once or 
twice a year, which should be prepared 
i the foHowing way: Take,a water 
t barrel, or suitable cask, and pet 
i it halfa bushel of ume. Slake it 

by pouring water over it boiling hot, 
and in sufficient Ragantity to cover it five 
ry deep, and attr it briskly until 1b 
théroughly slaked. When tho slak- 
ra has been thoroughly effected, dis- 
solve it In water and add two pounds of 
‘ guiphate of zincand one of common 

galt; these will cause the wash to har- 
den, and prevents it cracking, which 
- givesan unseemly appearance to the 
work. If desirable, a beautifal cream 

colorcan he added tothe above wash, 
, by adding three pounds of yellow 

: “,oehré’ ar a good pearl or lead color, by
